His 
mysterious _, disappearance was in line 
with other intimidations and efforts 
to bribe state witnesses, said the 
state's attorney. He pointed out that 
an effort had been made to kidnap 
Dr. George Fosbergr by luring him 
from his office by a fake telephone 
call, and that more recently Miss 
Gladys Roberts' former secretary for 
a detective agency, was beaten after 
she had testified she had heard her 
employer tell Shepherd to tell one 
story and "stick to .it.

A minority might 
think the

lent. 


The new rules of the commission 


provide that when after thorough pre- 
liminary investigation and an oppor- 
tunity for both sides to be present at 
a hearing, .then if the 
commission 


shall decide to dismiss the applica- 
tion for complaint, there need be no 
publicity, or that when the guilty 
party agrees not to engage in the 
wrongful practice any more, the case 
shall be dismissed without publicity. 
'. To this the minority on the* com- 
mission is not _ ready to agree, argu- 
ing that the 
majority /.might 
be. 


wrong and that publidty/.will at" least 
advise- the- trade~and.the public "and 
perhaps lead to a further discussion 
if not rehearing of the issues. . ,' 


Another point 'that is 
interesting 


in connection with the rule which 
would seek to suppress information 
when a complaint is formally issued 
if that these complaints will always 
be accessible to the press and to busi- 
ness in general, and while the com- 
sion may not take the 
intiative in 


publicity, the information will be ob- 
tainable. 


The minority and majority have

give protection to dishonest business 
at tthe ^ expense - oj those1 who wished 
to deal fairly "with, their competitors.

Kothing can be proved on either side 
with any finality. Science can take noth- 
ing away from religion and Christianity 
to the individual who finds comfort and 
hope in its teaching and in the normal in- 
stinct which accepts it in faith. Science 
can offer him no such consolation, no such 
spiritual support. On the other hand, it 
is foolish of the church to battle against 
the striving of science for a free field. The 


. "world is opposed to intellectual bondage. 


1 The right to teach evolution ought to be 


conceded by any religionist, provided it 
is the desire of a state or community to 
lave it taugiit. 


Attempts to suppress intellectual free- 


dom and selectioa are invariably futile. 
Statutes which seek to destroy this free- 
dom cannot prevail. They are more apt to 
bring the cause-of religion into disrepute. 
IVVe have long since passed the period of 
development • in ivhich the human mind 
can be controlled by dogma or law.

In France 
and in Germany, on the other hand 
the president chooses a cabinet, but 
it must be acceptable to the parlia- 
mentary body for the. cabinet "falls" 
whenever it asks, for a vote of con 
fidence and is rejected.

Be Hatched Out by First 
Part of June 


Sportsmen 
of.

caper to see the outcome of their ex- 
periment in propagating rlngneckcd 
pheasants In the forests here, and the 
first setting of eggs Is expected to bo 
hatched on or about June 1. Tho last 
settings arrived about a week ago anil 
were distributed to farmers 
in the 


county for hatching. Tho total num- 
ber of eggs now set Is 172. Of these 12 
are Mongolian pheasants eggs, pre- 
sented to the Outagamle-co Fish and 
Game Protective association by sever- 
al of Its members, while 160 are ring- 
necked pheasant eggs. 


As the eggs were shipped from a 


considerable distance It is expected 
that many of them will be spoiled. 
The purpose of the association this 
year, however, was merely experi- 
mental and the sponsors of the move- 
mentwil Ibe satisfied if only a few 
birds are hatched. The cost of the 
eggs to the association was about $55. 


Many members of the association 


favor the purchase of adult birds next 
year. 
The rlngneoked pheasant is 


said to be very prolific, and the num- 
ber of eggs laid by a hen in a season 
would more than cover the expense ot 
her purchase, and the eggs probably 
would bring better results than those 
shipped in, from a distance.
